The following special statement to the 


Examiner from Los Angeles will be oi 
interest to orchardista: 


ProfessorKoeble's Australian bug, the 


orrhus chalybeue, that met with such a 
cold reception last fall, is likely to turn 
the tables on ite enemies and prove 
every whit as valuable as the vedolia 
cardinal is. It will prove a sure remedy 
against both the red and black scale. 
The steel-colored ladybird has been dili- 
gently saying nothing and sawing wood 
since September 23d of last year, when 
a repreflentative assemblage of Southern 
California fruit growers passed resolu- 
tions in A. F. Kercheval's orchard, 
southwest of the city, reflecting on its 
character as a destroyer of red scale. 
After that severe judgment had' been 
E 


aased the further movements of the 
ug did not interest the orchardista, and 


they went home. 


Nearly all of them have not, probably, 


thought abont the little fellow since thai 
time. But with a pereiBtance, worthy of 
a good cause the Australian visitor has 
been arranging 
a denouement little 


anticipated by those who eat upon it eo 
heavily. *

FLATTERING RESULTS. 


Late this afternoon George J. Dalton, 


G. J. Griffiths and a reporter, who were 
all at the Kercheval place last fall at tht 
orangegrowcrs' mecting.metat the same 
place and inspected the orchard. The 
result of the investigation waa simply 
astonishing. Jt has been persistently 
Stated, and up to a very recent date 
that the bugs placed in Mr. Kercheval's 
trees were nil dead, and that the orchus 
chalybeus as a red scale parasite waa a 
gigantic and total failure, 


Although it waa late in the afternoon 


an inspection of the big lemon tree 
where the colony was placed last year 
and upon whicli the surviving speci- 
mens of the bug were found only -ac- 
casionallv, showed they had taken a 
new leaee of life. Upon and under the 
leaves from top to bottom the steel blue 
bug was seen, and there must have been 
over a thousand on that tree alone. 
There was still some red scales on the 
old growth, but not anywhere near the 
quantities it was last year, and on the 
new growth there was scarcely a trace. 
The lemons were bright, and altogether 
the tree presented the appearance of a 
healthy, clean tree. 


But the investigation was not con- 


fined to the lemon tree upon which the 
parent colony had .been placed. The 
surrounding trees were examined, both 
lemon and orange, and everywhere the 
lady bird was seen. Upon every tree as 
far as they were examined in the orch- 
ard there were specimens of the orchus 
chalybeus. They were not inert or 
sluggish, as when observed last fall, but 
were thoroughly alive, and alert.and the 
gentleman in charge informed the visit- 
ors that during the early part of the 
day any movement of the leaves of a 
tree would cause a number of them to 
fly up, 


A SURE KEUKDY. 


The bugs have not been watched. No 


attention has been paid to them, and all 
by themselves they have been propaga- 
ting and cleaning up the red scale, in the 
orchard after they had been offirially de- 
clared to be extinct. Of course, the ori- 
ginal colony has long since passed away 
and thepresentgcnerationa have become 
accustomed to thecountry.of their adopt- 
ion and are overcoming the obstacles 
that were necessarilv in their way. 


According to hia statements thev have 


but three generations a year and each 
female deposits about 250 eggB. Now 
that the bugs have overcome extinction 
and are spreading all over the trees in 
tho Kercheval orchard it would acein 
that Mr. Kocblc'a modest claims for 
them arc being verified, and that they 
will yet piove an effectual foe to the red 
and black scale pest.

ivo in luxury, \vlnle the producers see 
:heir places eaten up by the mortgage. 
[f a buyers' rinjj could get possession of 
the fruit trade tho paine fate would 
overtake Hie fruit growers. 


California wants the largest possible 


market, not the restriction of buyers or 
thp low price to producers and the high 
price to consumers that are involved in 
tiio demand for closed sales. The high- 
est price is to he cot by having as many 
buyers as possible—the more bidders 


ifi more demand for fruit. 
The meaning of closed sales may be 


learned from the declaration of tlieauc- 
iioneer who is conducting them when 
lie said to an Examiner correspondent 
in Chicago on Saturday: 


"The rules of th« auction company 


have been made to conform to the 
wishes of the Frnit Buyers' Association, 
and we have refused"outside bids. 1 
am instructed bv 1'orter Bros, to accept 
no bid uii fruit offered on their account 
except it comes f rum n member of the 
Fruit Buyers' Association." 


That, is, if an association buyer offers 
a box for peaches and im outside 


dealer offers 4- the association dealer 
gets the consignment. 


The California phipjior-s should fight 


this attempt to monopolize the trade 
and put them .at thu mercy of the 
dealers. The outcome is in their own 
hands. They can make or break the

er's Association runs from July 22d to 
the 29th, and is now in progress at San 
Francisco. 


Following this the dates are. as fol- 


lows: Oakland, July 31st to August 
5th; Vallejo, August 7th to 12th; .Napa, 
August 14th to 19th; Petahmia, August 
21st to 26th ; Woodland, August 29th to 
September 2d; Sacramento, state fair, 
September 4th to 16th; Stockton, Sep- 
tember 18th to 23d; Fresno, September 
26th to 30th; Pacific Coast Trptting 
Horse Breeder's Association, fall meet- 
ing, October 2d to 7th; and Los Angeles, 
October IGth to 21st, which closes the 
season's racing. 


The other features of the fair here will 


be similar to those of other years, and 
the list of premiums offered will be made 
known at an early day.

The principle, of course, 
is the development of heat by resistance 
to tbe passage of the electrical current.

In an 
oven tbe beat can be regulated to any 
rl.-s.ired degree, the temperature being 
shown by a thermometer hanging in- 
side and readily seen through a glass 
iloor. ]!y attaching an insulated wire to 
her fiatiron, the mistress of the laundry 
can iron the most delicate fabrics with 
exactly regulated heat, and with never a 
etop to change. By turning a switch at 
the head of his b»d a man can startup 
the electrii; radi.itr.Tiind warm the room 
before rising if. ilre-:s. This device 
eliminates from facetious literature the 
old problem as to wlurli of ;i married 
couple (should rise on a cold winter's 
morning to >i;jM. the kilchun ilru.

Without answering my communica- 


tions, or in any manner recognizing my 
interest in the affair, Sheriff Scott sent 
to Independence and obtained the man 
from behind the bars of the county jail 
ubere I had him put, and where it was 
an easier matter to get him than if he 
had been outride as were Sontag and 
Evans.

As a copy of my 
Setter will prove, it was a request for $70 
tu return! uiy actual expenses on this 
hunt, and the lawsuit was mentioned as 
a reminder that he had entirely ignored 
my former communications.

telegraphed Sheriff Scott iluit Thomp- 
son wa? in San Bernardino, and run him 
down there on a wild coose chase .it A 
cost o $50, which resulted in iiothiug." 


This is entirely a prevarication. Upon 


information from San Bernardino county 
J sent the following telegram to Sheriff 
ficou: "Thompson is in San Bernar- 
dino.. Will my expanses be paid if I go

of 
answering 


Sheriff Scott wishing, as I think, to hog 
the supposed $1300 reward went on a 
"wild goose chase" to San Bernardino 
nnd succeeded in finding out that the 
only goose in tbe chase was the one do- 
ing the chasing. 


I retain copies of all correspondeiice. 


relating to the case." 


Sheriff Scott states that as is usual ui 


such cases a description of, Thompson 
was sent to the officers likely to find 
Thompson, and that upon his receipt of 
Firebaugh's telegram sent Deputy Peck 
down to aid in the arrest- of Thompson. 


Peck left the warrant with Firebaugli 


and returned after they discovered that 
Thompson had deramped, telling,him 
that he might run across him and would 
be empowered to arrest and detain him. 


Sheriff Scott was in Los Angeles'when 


Firebaugh telegraphed that Thompson 
was in San Bernardino, and the oflice 
here forwarded the telegram to him at 
that point. The sheriff went, over to 
San Bernardino and not findingThomp- 


• son there, telegraphed to Firebaugh 


asking where he had located Thompson. 
Firebaugh answered that lie had Dialled 
him particulars. 


Scott waited two days and hearing 


nothing came back, stopped off and saw 
Firebaujrh, and explained that he had 
heard Thompson was down there and 
-did not know where. Firebaugh was 
informed that there was no reward for 
Thompson, and that he could not pay 
expenses for hunting him up. 


As a matter of fact, Sheriff Scott had 


applied to tbe Board of Supervisors ask- 
ing them to offer a reward, but they had 
not offered any. 
Scott,when Firebaugh 


offered to return the warrant told him 
keep it, as he might find him. 


Some time after Mr. Scott received a 


telegram from the sheriff's office at In-: 
dependence asking if there was a reward 
for Thompson, *nd answered. that there 
Tras not, bufto arrest and hold him as; 
he wan wanted on a charge, of murder. - 


Some time after that the sheriff at In- 


dependence telegraphed that he had ar- 
re^ted Thompson. At/that time Sberiff 
Scott hud gone to lone on official busi- 
ness and the telegram was forwarded to 
him at that point. He went over to Inde- 
pendence and brought Thompson bark. 


That ie ail there is of the Etorr, except 


that Firjbaugh applied to Scott for $70 
alleged to have been expended by him. 
Mr. Srott is himself over $100 'out of 
pocket and did not recognize any liabil- 
ity on his part to pay Firebaugh, who 
had been informed that no provision 
had been m;ide to pay any expenses. 


For this reason, and iii view of the 


the statements made, Mr. Scott did not 
pay any further attention to Firebaugh'a 
demand, nor to the newftpaper state- 
ments made about the matter. Mr. 
.Srotiiflin no way responsible to Fire- 
baugh for thr: expenses mentioned, and 
as trying to head him off in the arrest, 
in order 10 reap reward or glory, of 
•which there was neither, there w no 
trnth at all. 


In fact he did not know that Kire- 


baug_h had sent the warrant to the 
shenS at Independence until he arrived 
there after Thompfon's arrest for the 
purposeof brinjnnn him back. Mr.-Fire- 
haogh is evidently entertaining wrong 
impressions, for Mr. Scott is an honest 
nnd fair otfin-r, and is not capable of 
little petty tricks. If he was liable to 
'JTirebangh he would have paid him, 
and had'there been a reward Kirebaugh 
would not have been deprived of any 
equitable share lie might have been en- 
titled to tm-n-in.

Not so with the fruit 
and raisin growers'; thuy are in hot wa- 
ter all the time when marketing theii 
products, and appear to employ less wis- 
dom in disposing of their crops tliaii 
small children do when playing near a 
hot stove. 


For twit seasons tlie raisin growers 


have, permitted the commission packers 
and sellers to scorch thorn by market- 
ing raisin? at prices which have already 
bankrupted a number of growers, nnd 
also brought tbe, raisin industry upon 
the brink of destruction. And this sea- 
son the fruit growers, instead of taking 
warning from the raisin men's sad ex- 
perience, and become "wiser in their 
day and generation" than cliRy, tlie fruit 
growers follow the footsteps of the raisin 
men, and place their fruit in unrestrict- 
ed control of the commission shipper 
and permit him to -°ell it at prices which 
ore lung will also drive the fruit growers 
upon the "brink of destruction," and 
finally hurl both fruit and raisin grow- 
ers into the abyss of ruin. Why not 
prevent this deplorable condition from 
using consummated. It certainly can 
be done, and bow? 


Let no commission shipper handle the 


fruit unless he gives a good and suffi- 
cient guaranty that he will not sell the 
fruit at a price that will bring tlie 
grower less than one cent per pound net 
"on the tree1 (no less at cash down), 
nnd if such terras and prices cannot be 
obtained then dry the fruit. 


The Fresno sunshine has not, us yet, 


been monopolized, but is still cheap and 
convenient for drying and sweating pur- 
poses, and if thus utilized tlie commis- 
sion shipper and speculator will be 
brought to terms, and paying prices will- 
]>e realized by growers. 


Another plan could be inaugurated, 
imely this: That grower and shipper 


share "pro nit.i in profit and loss; the 
grower to furnish the fruit, and the 
shipper to pay all expenses in packing, 
handling, shipping and selling. 


fiiifh an arrangement would induce 


the shipper to do his very best in ob- 
•iiiiiing good prices, and he would not. 
as now in many instances, sacrifice the 
fruit, simply to obtain his commission. 


To recapitulate: Get casb down if 


possible (uot lusa than 1 cent on the 
tree, net). 
If shipping on commission, 


cither a stipulated price, or ?bip on the, 
pro rata plan, but never ship on your 
awn risk, for then you will in thu end 
suffer loss, while .the shipper always, 
and in any case, will be making n go'od 
profit. Dry the fruit as a remedy.

murder in the firs.t degreu and one for 
acquittal, anil that status of the jury 
was arrival ut when they had been in 
session only an hour and a quarter. 


Harry l<ane was tin; juror who voted 


for ai'ijuittiiL He was patted on the 
hack and almost embraced hy leading 
members of the Iroquois club l>eforf: ho 
got out of the box, and was afterwards 
escorted to the Oriental saloon hy ad- 
miring friends. 


It 
was one of the most intel- 


ligent juries that ever sat in a case in 
this county, and. its members were 
highly complimented by Judge Holmes 
after he had discharged them. 


Deputy Sheriff Timmiup, who takes 


:is naturally to the deputy sheriff busi- 
ness as a duck does to water, slept on a 
cot all night against the double doors. 
His hat and necktie were hung on the 
doorknob and the end of the tie was 
fastened to his uifl in such a manner 
that the least movement of the door 
would awaken him,. Mr. ThmiHiis being 
alight sleeper. 


M. M.Foote.the Chubbv, Cherub of 


the defense, slept with 3\Ir. Timmins, 
not in the same lied, butiu the hallway, 
so that the jury were well guarded. 


Kl.EVKX TO OXE. 


At 0 o'clock In the forenoon Judge 


Holmes .opened court, ami asked tlie 
jury whether they had agreed upon a 
verdict. The foreman replied Unit they 


, had not, that they stood 11 to 1, and 


that he did not think that a verdict 
could be agreed upon. Judge Holmes 
requested them to try again. 
It was understood that tlie jury 


might be discharged in the afternoon, 
and the lower hallway and backyard of 
the court house were thronged with 
well known members of the Iroquois 
Club, including Senator < lonelier, ex- 
Sheriff HeiiBley, J. IX Coilius; Wick R.

When Judge Holmes emerged from 


his chambers at 4 o'clock the crowd 
rushed up stairs nnd crowded the lobby 
After the judge, came Heath with his 
mother, sister, brother and two lady 
friends, and when the door was opened 
there was a rush for seats and 
than two minutes every seat 
court room was occupied. 


The priponer looked worried an'd paler 


than uauaf. He knew that the jury had 
disagreed and that he would have 
stand another trial, and his old air 
confidence had departed.

D. firady, Deputy County 
Itt-corder Osborne and others walkec 
up to Juror Lane, shook hands witl 
him, slapped him on the back and al- 
most embraced him. 


"Allow me to congratulate yon, old 


boy," said Senator Goucher. 


The other jurors who had voted to 


hang the defendant had to climb around 
the chairs behind him. 


They received their congratulations 


outsidefrom the people generally. 
"Let's go and get a drink," said one 


of the Iroquois braves. 


In the meantime Clerk CoEgraye 


asked one of the jurors, who was wait- 
ing for Lane to get out of the box, as to 
the complexion of the 11 to 1 vote. The 
juror replied that the eleven were for a 
verdict of murder of the first degree, 
and that Harry Lane had stood flat- 
footed for acquittal from the start.

APRICOTS. 


X. W. Motheral sold his. apricots last 


week to Charles King for s>£ cents per 
pound, says the Hanford Sentinel. On 
actual1 investigation he found that 8J& 
cents at the date of the sale was tetter 
than 9 cents a week later, as the fruit 
would shrink in weight more than that 
.Ufference. He. lias two acres of ground 
in apricots, but a few trees are lacking 
to make it a complete stand. From this 
he cot 4500 pounds of dried fruit which, 
ut that price, brought him $382.50, or 
$191.25 per acre. He says it cost him 
alxmt $20 per ton to pick and dry it, 
which leaves a net profit of $170 \tur 
acre, which is good enough indeed.

highways. 


For two months the work of enumer- 


ating the dogs of this city has been pro- 
gressing until the number is found to 
average a fraction less than three do^s 
to the block and there are 44i blocks in 
the city.

The packers and sell- 
era were represented by members of the, 
firms of J. K. Armsby it Co., William*", 
Brown A Co., the Grim'u-Skelly Co. and 
Charles W. Pike. 


From Mr. Pike it was learned that 


25,000,000 pounds of raising were im- 
ported from Spain in 1802. California's 
product waa from 5-1,000,000 to (iO.OOO,- 
000 pounds. This year thia state will 
raise alwut 
70,000,000 pounds. Off 


atalk Valencia raisins, which correspond 
to tlie tnree-croivn loose goods of Cali- 
fornia, were sold lor §}< cents a pound, 
duties paid, last vear. The .California 
poods could be solii at a fair profit for 4 
cents, f.o.b., but not less. When the j 
freight rate of $1.40 per 100 pounds is j 
added to that it brings the price, very : 
near that of the. Spanish grods. 


"With n freight rate of $1.40 per 100 


pounds we cannot pc-ssibly eliminate tlie 
foreign product from the market," said 
Mr. I'ike. "\Vc are confident that if 
the railroad will make a rate of $1 JH.T 
100 pounds we can reduce thu foroinn 
importation by one-half to two-thirds. 
Without this reduction in freight we 
fully Ixilieve Unit the imjiortiilioii will 
exceed the crop of 1892. Every ton of 
raisins imported crowds a ton of Cali- 
fornia goods from the market, as our 
production is now at least up to ihu en- 
tire consumption of the country.

Were a prohibitory 
tariff put on them, or even a tariff of .1 
cent or two a pound, the salvation of tlie 
California grower would be assured, for 
!H> would Iw enabled to have n sure mar- 
ket, for his crop. Prices would range
